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Lousche Thinks Out Loud 
QOVERNOR FRANK J. LAUSCHE describ­ 
ed the dilemma of Ohio Democrats in his 
public statement at the governors conference 
that he has an open mind about Joseph T. 
Ferguson’s candidacy for the U.S. Senate. 
As the leader of his party in the state, the 
Governor is not supposed to have an open 
mind. He is supposed to be for the party’s 
« late right down the line. He is supposed to 
keep his misgivings about individual candi­ 
dates to himself. And he is supposed to be 
dead-set against the opposition party’s can­ 
didates. 
That would be out of character for Frank 
Lausche. 
Party regularity never has been 
one of his strong points. It has been, rather, 
his weak point as far as organizational poli­ 
tics w as concerned. He has pulled his person­ 
al vote* where he found them, being the 
beneficiary—as his party associates well know* 
—of substantial Republican support. 
Therefore, Governor Lausche couldn’t be 
expected to take a flat-footed stand in favor 
of stratified voting in the 1950 Senatorial 
election. He personally admires Senator Taft 
—admire« him because he, like Taft, prefers 
to do this own thinking and reach his own 
conclusions. 
Governor Lausche has nothing against Mr. 
Ferguaon as state auditor. But to date he has 
nothing for him as a candidate for the U.S. 
Senate. He is open to conviction, as thous­ 
ands of other Ohio Democrats presumably 
are. 
But Ferguson cannot command their 
support simply because he is running as a 
Democrat He must persuade them that he 
w ould be a better U. S. Senator than Robert 
Taft Otherwise, they will be inclined to vote 
for Taft even though, as Governor Lausche 
puts it they are generally predisposed to vote 
for their party’s candidates. The catch is, 
they have a hunch Mr. Ferguson is more the 
candidate of pressure blocs which want to get 
rid of Senator Taft at any cost than he is a 
bona fide candidate of Ohio Democrats.

Measuring the Stretch in a Dollar 
OTEEL Magazine has taken up a proposal by 
^ H. T. McAnly, a partner in the accounting 
firm of Ernst Si Ernst, for a government in­ 
dex of the value of a dollar. 
The purpose would be to get rid of need­ 
less complications in business and labor re­ 
lations. in tax policy and in handling of in­ 
vestment statistics. 
‘The balance sheets of 
much of American industry don’t balance,” 
asserts Steel Magazine, “because they’re a 
hodge-podge of 50. 75 and 100-cent dollars.” 
But in the meantime, organized labor bases 
its demands on what look like inflated profits. 
Managers and investors look at their balance 
sheets and also are victims of the illusion that 
comes from a heavily-depreciated dollar. Leg­ 
islators pass laws on false assumptions. Ac­ 
countants, of course, are keenly aware of the 
financial fallacy of comparing dollars of dif­ 
fering values. 
Three immediate benefits are claimed if 
the government issued an official index of the 
dollar's declining value: 
1. Managers and investors would know how 
rapidly capital is being worn away by dollar 
depreciation and could offset this by reserves 
accumulated out of income. 
2. The unfairness of federal tax policy re­ 
garding allowances for depreciation would be 
immediately evident 
3. Profit figures in line with actual facts 
would be available to the public. 


TT HAS BEEN difficult for the 
American it ind to accept the

TUNE is being used up in 24- 
^ hour driblets so extravagantly 
that the whole thing will be over 
before it can be appreciated. 
There always is this complica­ 
tion about the lushest month of 
the year; it is a race between 
things that must be done and the 
inclination not to do them. 
“Knee-deep in June” means 
what it says. It means that “June 
busts out all over,” and a fellow 
had better step lively or he will 
get lost in the consequences. 
Everything comes up at once — 
grass, weeds, floweis and a thou­ 
sand and three complications. 
But chief among all of these is 
weeds. 
There is no way to determine 
how large an area of the earth’s 
surface one medium-sized fam­ 
ily should be able to keep free of 
weeds. The area is larger or smal­ 
ler, depending on the means em­ 
ployed. But for ordinary purpo­ 
ses, without relying on such sci­ 
entific methods as hormones to 
make the weeds grow themselves 
to death, a single family is over­ 
matched if it tackles more than 
a thousand square feet, the area 
of a small lawn.There are 43,560 
square feet in an acre. Obviously, 
anything over 10 acres becomes 
a proposition in philosophy, ra­ 
ther than a proposition in weed 
eradication. 
Philosophy as applied to weeds 
is simple: Weeds have a right to 
live, too. It is possible to go from 
there in several directions, such 
as admiration of weed! for the 
beauty that is in them. Or, to 
choose another, it is possible to 
develop an admiration of weeds 
for their hardiness in the battle 
for survival. 
The weeds at the Twillery are 
both beautiful and hardy. No one 
ever has given them any encour­ 
agement, yet they thrive and 
prosper. They are not easily dis­ 
couraged, as are such effete things 
as lawn grass, petunias, pepper 
plants, zinnias, tomatoes and ro­ 
ses. Bugs know better than to 


mess around with weeds. And so 
do people, when the people final­ 
ly get smart enough to know they 
can’t beat the weeds so they 
might as well enjoy them. 
A thistle, for example, is a per­ 
fect example of a living thing 
that knows how to take care of 
itself. It comes up without coax­ 
ing and won’t go down without 
bloodshed. It can’t be eaten. 
It 
can’t even be touched. It puts 
forth a beautiful flower and it’s 
foliage is rich green. Some people 
might prefer African violets or 
orchids, but with a little philos­ 
ophy it is possible to prefer thist­ 
les. Likewise dandelions, which 
are beautiful manifestation of 
what is hardiest and most admir­ 
able in nature. 
Some people spend their whole 
lives resisting what they can’t lick. 
Others aim to find out what can’t 
be licked and join it, thereby 
making themselves comfortable. 
During the remains of June, here 
is a part time philosopher who 
intends to lose himself in ecstatic 
admiration of thistles, dandelions, 
burdock, purslane, quack grass, 
horse weed and jimson weed.

A slight stiffness of the neck 
is particularly significant How­

Excise Cutting Bill 
Faces House Vote 


W ASHINGTO N, 
June 
21 — 
(A P )— The $1.010,000,000 excise 
tax slashing bill, bearing a * veto 
proof” tag to be paid for largely 
by corporations, is now set for a 
vote in the house next Wednes­ 
day. 
Top Democrats said it would 
pass, with the excise imposes be­ 
ing cut—probably September 1— 
on fur coats, jew elry, movies, 
pocket books, cosmetics, travel 
tickets, telephones and scores of 
other items. 
The house ways and means 
committee completed five months 
of labor on the b ill yesterday, 
by voting a corporation income 
tax payment speed-up calculated 
to put about $4,200,000,000 extra 
in the federal treasury over the 
next five years.
